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THE 


PREFACE. 


Shall not here undertake, afier [o ma- 
=xy excellent Pens have done it, to re- 
commend that uletul ana delightful 
Exerciſe of: ſinging aivine Plalms or 
Hymns. Z ho, both the expreſs cone 
mands for it in the holy Scripinres, and the 

commoy and abundant experience that ſtri- 

ous Chriſtians have, of the happy influence of 
it to cheriſh and encreaſe their devotion, 
aves furniſh us with ſufficient Arguments te 
that . purpoſe. And inaced the prattice of 
the Reformed Churches abroad ſeems to re 
proach our own, who exceed ns 1n the fre. 
quency of this duty, as they have the advan- 
rage 4 us in the variety and ſweetneſs of 
their Tynes, their 5kill in ſingin cm, and | 
their doing it without the interruptice of 
reading every line. And as this wis more 
4! a remar ie 
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remarkably the prattice of the Proteſtants of 
France, /o thoſe Events are too memorable 
ro be eaſily forgotten,which Monſieur Juricu 
relates (in the 7th Paſtoral LF. Vol. it) 
concerning Voices heard in the Air ( both in 
the City of Orthez in Bearn, «nd in Ce- 
vennes) to ſing Plalms, [oor after the pub- 
lick Exexciſe of the Reformed Religion 
was ſuppreſt in France by the infamous Re- 
vocation of the Editt of Nants. "And. as 
that pious Author produces there a great 
number of Teſtimonies, (many of 'em upgn 
Oath) concerning the matter of fact, ſothe 
circumſtances ſeem to juſtify his Reflect ion 
wpon it, That this Event looks like a hap- 
py Preſage that God will not ſuffer the 
voices and ſongs gt his People there to 
dye, fincz the Angels have feiz'd on *em, 
- and will reftore *em, that they may them- 

ſelves again {ound 'em-orth in '$ Air. 

God has form'd mouths there to celebrate 
thoſe praiſes which their Perſecutors 
have filenc*d.,. But «ll I ſhall do in this 
Preface, is only to give (ome, account of the 
reaſon of my publ ſhing th:ſe Hymns 
taten out of the New Teſtament. I doubt 
wot indeed bit the Pſalms of David were

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intended for the perpetnal uſe of the Church, 

they. betng moſt of 'em eaſily applicable ro * 
thoſe that live under the Chriſtian Oecono- 
my, tho chiefly compos'd for the uſe of thoſe 
that liv'd under the Moſaic. But as I 
knqw no reaſon why w: ſhou'd be confin'a 


from making uſe of other paſſages in the old, 


but eſpecially in theyNew-Teſtament, which 
contain fit matte ſolemn T7 hankſ- 


givings to God, ane avbeafily capable of 
being turn'd into metre for that end; ſo 1 
was chiefly led to compre theſe Sacramental 
Hymns, moſt of **m out of the New-Telta- 
ment, for this obvious (and I hope ſatiſ* 
fattory) reaſon, viz. Becauſe ſuch portions 
of it as I have ſelected, do far more directly 
ana clearly bf avg the great myſtery of ur 
Redemption by our Incathate and dying Sa- 
viour, the intflimable benefits we receive or 
expect as the jruits of his precious ſacrificeg 
and the oblig ations that thence lye upon us 
to devote our ſelves to the ſervice of God 


by him, than we can find inthe Pſalms of 


David. So that theſe oth:r portions of 
Scripture compos into ſacred Songs, furs 
niſh us with the moſt genuine ſubject of 
our grateful acknowl:dgments ro our God and
